A Frederick, Md., taxicab driver was kidnapped at the 
point of a gun five miles north of that Maryland city early 
this morning brought to Gettysburg and trussed up and 
left in the back seat of his cab at the rear of the Gettysburg 
Furniture company, while the four men he said were his 
alai lictors escaped. 
Borough police speculated that the kidnappers mitfht be 
the four men rejwrted to have escaped from the Maryland 
state prison at Jessups Thursday. 
Authorities also believed the men mijfht have been the 
four whf> escaped from the Frederick county jail early this 
morning by sawing the bars. The escape was not discovered 
until 6 :3 0 a. rn.
